It  was  1974  and  Mr.  Jason  Smith  arose  from  bed  to 
start  a  completely  average  day.  In  fact,  it  was  such  an 
"average"  day  that  Mr.  Smith  didn't  stop  to  think  that 
everything  he  did  during  the  day  was  worked  around 
some  members  of  the  glorious  Chester  Class  of  1954.
